It is not 
found in Barciay, Jounson, Warker or Ricuarpson. A 
very recent edition of Wessrer’s has it thus :—* Originally, 
an entertainment at which each person contributed some dish 
or article for the general table. The term is now applied to 
an entertainment carried with them by a party on an excur- 
sion of pleasure into the country, and also to the party itself.” 

A Boston paper says :—* The word is German, Pickenick, 
signifying an entertainment at which every guest pays his
